One, a plan by House 
Banking Committee chairman, 
Rep. Henry B. Gonzalez (D-Tex.) 
which would limit depositors to 
$100,000 of federal insurance. 

Harris would also like to see 
the F.D.I.C. lessen its strict, de- 
pository regulations on charitable 
organizations, that banks be per- 
mitted to operate across state 
lines and that troubled savings 
and loan associations be allowed 
to merger with healthier banks. 

He also advocates "saving our 
weaker and smaller banks” with 
their being provided immediate 
“emergency” F.D.1.C. funding. 
Under this particular plan, Harris 
said, F.D.I.C. insured banks 
would be authorized to invest a 
certain percentage of their insured 
deposits in preferred stock that 
would be F.D.LC. issued. The 
regulatory agency would then use 
such monies to purchase preferred 
stock in smaller, financially 
strapped banks. assuming the in- 
vestment would be matched.

Africa a nonracial democratic 
constitution, and calling a na-

But, sad to day, President de 
Klerk only released Mandela in 
order to have the international 
economic sanctions against South 
Africa lifted. And, now, eleven 
months after Mandela's release 
from prison, the main structures 
of apartheid are still in place; the 
black-white negotiations haven't 
begun; hundreds of political pris- 
oners still languish in jail; thou- 
sands of exiles are still abroad, 
etc. Despite Mandela's hectic 
campaigning for change at home, 
in Greater Africa, Sweden, Great 
Britain, USA., Canada, India, 


ion of South Africa 
seem to be in sight. Mandela has 
been betrayed. 


The betrayal of Mandela be- 
comes more poignant and vivid 
when one looks at the current sit- 
uation in South Africa and sees 
the confused scenario in which 
the minority-ruled and racist 
country is, South Africa is head- 
ing headlong into chaos, genocide 
and anarchy. Police crackdowns 
on peaceful demonstrators con- 
tinue to be the order of the day. 
The so-called tribal faction con- 
flicts in Natal Province which be- 
gan in 1986 have now spread to 
areas around Johannesburg, and 
thousand of blacks have lost their 
lives in them. The police have 
failed dismally to stop the faction 
fights which no responsible leader 
can account for.

B : When Vanilla Ice hit the national scene a couple of 
months back, he went out of his way to show that he was "down with the brothers." He even went so far as 
to say that he was raised in the ‘hood in Miami and went to the same school as other well-known rappers 
including Luther Campbell. Thanks to the Dallas Morning News, everyone now knows that Vanilla Ice was 
telling a tale when he made that boast. He didn't win three Motorcross championships for Teen Honda either, 
and his mom doesn't teach music at the University of Miami. Vanilla Ice's record company, SBK, issued a 
revised bio after the Dallas Morning News story broke and Vanilla Ice's manager, Tommy Quon, admitted his 
client had been toying with the truth. And as if Ice’s lies about high school, Motorcross racing, and his 
mom weren't enough, the tales got even taller during his interview with RadioScope. He told us that his 
step-dad was black, his half-brother is an Alpha (but behind bars), and that his hit single, "Ice Ice Baby” was 
inspired by a chant used by the men of Alpha Phi Alpha, America’s oldest black fraternity.

Why would Vanilla Ice concoct this pack of lies? Why didn't his manager or record company check out the 
facts? His manager, Tommy Quon, attributes it to eagerness--wanting to be accepted. Indeed, a lot of crazy 
things were said and done in Vanilla Ice's pursuit of overnight stardom. In addition to misleading the public, 
Vanilla Ice insulted the black community with his out-and-out lies about a Black stepfather and an 
incarcerated fraternity-member brother. Does this guy think he'll be more acceptable to Blacks if he pretends 
he has criminals in his family? The boy should have been most honest about his background and let his 
talent speak for itself. Vanilla Ice's music is def, and you can tell from the way he talks and carries himself 
that he's spent a lot of time around African-Americans. But he's not a ghetto thug who was raised by a Black 
man, If he had told the truth, Vanilla Ice could enjoy his newfound ståtdom with peace of mind and the 
knowledge that he was being accepted for who he is. Instead, he may have alienated a legion of would-be 
Black fans. If there is a moral, it may be the age-old truth that "no lie canilive forever.”
